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Translation: The Prophet of Allah, (2) said: "There are angels at the 


gates of Medina; neither plague nor the Antichrist (Dajjal) will enter 
there." He also said: "There will be no city that the Antichrist will not 
trample, except Mecca and Medina. At every gate of these cities, angels 
will be standing in rows to guard them. The Antichrist will come down 
near Medina, and the city will experience three tremors, causing every 


disbeliever and hypocrite to leave and join him." 
(Misbah al-Sunnah, Book of Pilgrimage, Volume 2, Page 301, al-Turath). 


Abu al-Abbas al-Qurtubi +e 4) 4«x5, (D,656, AH), explained this hadith in his commentary

Translation: By plague, it is meant the epidemic that usually spreads and causes 
death, and it implies that there will not be a plague in Medina in the same way it 
occurs in other cities, like the plagues of Amwas and al-Jaraf. Allah has manifested 
the truthfulness of His Messenger (peace be upon him), as none of the narrators has 
ever heard of a widespread plague in Medina. This is due to the blessing of the 
Prophet's # supplication, where he said: "O Allah, make it healthy for us." 


As for the Antichrist (Dajjal), though he will not enter Medina, he will come to the 
area behind it, near Uhud, at a place called Sabkhah, and set up his camp there. 
Medina will experience three tremors, causing every disbeliever and hypocrite to 
leave and join the Antichrist (only the believers will remain in Medina), as 
mentioned in the hadith of Anas+ic 4i) 2 ) in the Book of Tribulations. 

The Antichrist will then intend to enter Medina, but the angels will turn his face 
towards Syria, and he will be destroyed at the gate of Ludd by prophet ESA ile 
a>Lull , son of Maryam gic ais) (s+). (al-Mufhim, Volume 3, Page 495, al-Turath).

This means that there will be an earthquake in Medina, then a second, and then a 


third, until anyone who is not sincere 1n their faith will leave Medina, and only the 
pure believers will remain, unaffected by the Antichrist (Dayjjal).

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This means that this day will be called "the day of deliverance," and as the 
Prophet Muhammad £ said: "This (Medina) is Tayyibah, it will expel its 
impurities and its fragrance will spread." Medina will be inhabited during 
the days of the Antichrist, and it will also be inhabited during the time of 
prophet ESA e>—ll ule , until his death and burial in Medina. After that, 


people will leave it. (Al-Nihayah fi al-Fitan wa al-Malahim, Volume 1, Page 207, al-Turath). 
From this hadith and its explanation, we learn the following points: 


Medina has a special status and protection from Allah, highlighting its 
greatness. 

Only pure believers will live in Medina, emphasizing the importance 
of purity and sincerity in faith. 

The trial of the Antichrist (Dajjal) is severe, and to be safe from his 
evil, we need to strengthen our faith. 

Allah protects His righteous servants, encouraging us to trust and rely 
on Him. 

The role of ESA a> I Ale in ending the trial of the Antichrist reminds 
us of the importance and honor of the prophets. 
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Due to the blessings of the Prophet's £& prayers, there is no plague in 


Medina, showing the importance and impact of prayers. 

The purity and cleanliness of Medina teach us the importance of 
hygiene and cleanliness. 

Another clear miracle of the Prophet Muhammad £% is that he 


predicted an event that would definitely happen. This highlights the 
virtue of Medina and its pure believers. 

This also shows that it is Allah Almighty's blessed habit to establish 
the truth against falsehood, just as Allah Almighty will appoint angels 
against the Dajjal.
